The semi-annual report of the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company for the half year 
ending June 30th last, shows a gratifying 
improvement in the affairs of the Company. 
It compares as follows with the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year ;

Added to the £522,407 net revenue from 
operation in 1889 is £12,926 from the In- 
tercolonial Bridge Company, £16,987 inter- 
est on debenture stock held by the Compa- 
ny, £7,987 balance of general interest ac- 
count, bringing the net revenue roceipts up 
to £560,255, compared with £512,039 in the 
first half year of 1888. 

After providing for all liabilities, a net 
revenue balance on the working of the half 
year was left of £87,202. 

This amount of £87,202 added to the 
balance from the last half year of £1,705, 
makes a total of £88,907 which provides 
for the payment of a dividend on the four 
percent. guaranteed stock of £1. 14s. per 
cent. for the half year, amounting to £88,- 
736, leaving a balance of £171 to be carried 
forward to the next half year’s account. 

There was an increase of 175,197, or 6.60 
per cent. in the number of passengers 
carried in the June half-year of 1889, com- 
pared with the June half-year of 1888, and 
an increase of receipts from passengers of 
£16,082 or 2.52 per cent. The gross re- 
ceipts from passenger trains, including 
mails and express, and small parcels, were 
increased by £15,633. 

The freight and live stock traffic shows 
an increase for 1889 on 1888 of 258,695 
tons or 7.74 per cent. in tonnage, and of 
£102,145 or 9.39 per cent in revenue. 

The working expenses for the June half- 
year of 1889, compared with the June 
half-year if 1888, incroased by £72,197, or 
5.89 per cent., while the gross receipts in- 
creased by £11,586, or 6.99 per cent.; and 
the train miles run increased by 637,714 

miles, or 8.14 per cont.; so that the ox- 
penses show an important decrease in pro- 
portion to the work performed—the per 
centage of working expenses to gross re- 
ceipts having decreased from 72,02 por 
cent. in June, 188%, to 71.28 in June,1889, 
or 0.74 per cent.

And the Lord comes, thoughitis the cleyenth 
hour, He says: ‘ Why did you not send 
for me before?

It is to 
throw us back upon an all-comforting God 
that we have this ministry of tears. 

Again, it is the use of trouble to capacitate 
us for the officeof sympathy. The pricst, 
under the old dis pensation, Were sat apart 
by baving water sprinkled on their hands, 
fect and head ; and by the sprinkling of 
tears people ure nowset apart to the office 
of sympathy. When we are in prosperity 
we like to haye a greab many young people 
around us, and we langh when they Rete 
and we romp when they romp, and we sing 
whon they sing ; but when wo have trouble 
wo like plenty of old folks around. Why? 
They know how to talk, 

When I began to preach, my sermons on 
the subject o che were all poetic and in 
semi-blank verse; but God knocked the 
blank verse out of me long ago, and I have 
found out that I cannot comfort people ex- 
cept us I myself have been roubled: God 
make me the son of consolation to the people, 
I would rather be the means of soothing one 
perturbed spirit to-day than to play a tune 
that would set all the sons of mirth reeling 
in the dance. Taman lierb doctor, I put 
into the caldron the root out of dry ground 
without form or comeliness. ‘I’hen I put in 
the Rose of Sharon and the Lily of the 
Valley. Thon I put into the caldron some 
of the leaves from the tree of life, and the 
branch that was thrown into the wilderness 
Marah. ‘Then I pour in the tears of Bethany 
and Golgatha; then I stir them up. Then 
I kindle under the caldron a fire made out 
of the wood of the cross, and one drop of 
that potion will cure the worst sickness that 
ever afilicted a human soul.

You One on a well spread table the food 
becomes more delicate at the last.

So, 
I think, after the heavenly raptures have 
come upon us, there may be the mark of 
some carthly grief, and while those tears are 
glittering in the light of jasper sea, God 
will wipe them away. How well He can do 
that. 

Jesus had enough trial to make him 
sympathetic with all trial, The shortest 
Verse in the Bible tells the story; ‘Jesus 
wopt.” The scar on the back of either 
hand, the scar on the arch of either foot, 
*the row of scars wlong the line of the hair, 
will keep all heaven thinking. Oh; that 
uveat weeper is just the one to silence all 
earthly trouble, wipe out all stains of 
earthly yrief, Gentle! Why, His step is 
softer than the step of the dew, It will not 
be W tyrant bidding you to hush up your 
crying. It will be a Father who will tako 
you on His left arm, His face gleaming into 
yours, while with the soft tips of the fingers 
of the right hand, He shall wipe away all 
teavs from your eyes. I have noticed when 
the children get hurt, and their mother is

The Republicans 
may give us free trade in certain articles not by 
treaty but by concurrent lIrgislation. This 
would be better than nothing, though, of course, 
concurrent legislation, Gavel sian no censtraint 
of public faith between the two countries—be. 
ing, in fact, alterable and terminable by either 
at any time—would not afford that security to 
investors and traders which would be enjoyed 
under a treaty, ond would therefore militate to 
some extent against the growth of a large com- 
merce, It may be well toadd that The Mail 
has made it its business to ascertain the opinion 
of prominent Republicans, the men with whom 
we must deal for the next three years at ony 
rate, and that the foregoing oberservations are 
founded in (ueat partupon their view of the 
Situation. e regret as deeply as anyone can 
that the prospect should beso discour :

Canadian hops are being 
held for higher prices, and very few are in 
consequence being markoted. Tho range 
of these is from 100. to 120., an occasional 
extra fine sample bringing 180. per pound. 
These prices appear low in compatisun 


with foreign variotios, but when the super- | 


lative qualities of the latter are considered, 
Canadian hops are dear at the above figure.

My pean sin.—Chapter 30, 32 and 83, 
Victoria seo. 36, reads as follows : 

"The room or building in which the 
Justice or Justices take the examination 
and statement shall not be deemed an open 
court for that purpose; and the Justice or 
Justices in his or their discretion may order 
that no person shall have access to or be or 
remain in such room or building withwuut 
tho consent or pormission of such Justice 
or Justices if it appear to him or them that 
the onds of justice will be best answered by 
30 doing.” 

A common law rightis given to a Justice, 
to conduct and hear cases privately, and to 
exclude all persons but the officers of tho 
Crown, Couusol engaged, parties concerned, 
ete., in his discretion. 

While it is the policy of the law, undor 
our free institutions, to have trials and ex: 
aminations conducted openly and publicly, 
yet a large discretion is wisely given to the 
presiding judge as to what cases the public 
should be excluded. Itis the duty of a 
judge to endeavor, in the 
interests of society, to reconcile, if possible, 
a husband and wife who have become alien- 
ated, and when a disturbance has taken 
place between thom, which has been 
brought befors a police court, the chances 
of a peaceful settlement and reconciliation 
would be much greater if the case could bo 
heard in a room where the matter could be 
discussed in a free and friendly way rather 
than in a crowded court room.

and prospority of the Fatherland, adding to 
G rmany’s debt*of gratitude to the kaiser, 
Other papera compare the present meeting 
with the emporor’s visitto Osborne House, 
drawing the inforence that tho reault will be 
@ sinjilar entente cordialo. Tho frankness 
of these admissions of inspired organs is 
partly due to official advices from St, Peters: 
burg that the Czar has relapsed under pan- 
slavist influences; that the changes 
that wero in progress to eliminate the war 
advocates from the Czar’s council and en- 
tourage haye been countermanded; that 
the German hating press has resumed its 
formor hostile attitude and that everything 
is the same as before the Cazar’s meeting 
with Prince Bismarck. The Czar’s ill- 
humor causes no disappointment here. 

The incidenta attending the empress’ visit 
to the royal harem are awaited with inter- 
est. The daughter of the Turkish Minister 
at Rome and the daughter of Muelin Astin 
Pasha, both of whom speak French, will at- 
tend the empress throughout her stay in tho 
Turkish capital A gorgeous caique, pro- 
pelled by ten oarsmen, will convey her to 
the entrance of the harem gardens. The 
wails of the cabins of the caique are covered 
with mirrors, The furniture is finished in 
blue velvet and gold. The oarsmen will 
woar garments of white silk with gold em- 
broideries. Tho Sultan, attended by Kislar 
Ags, chief of the eunuchs, will receive tho 
empress on disembarking and conduct hor 
to the entrance to the seraglio, where he 
will leave her, after introducing his mother, 
the Sultana Valide. Tho seven rozognized 
wives of the Sultan, all mothers of princes, 
attended by odalisaue suites, will receive 
the empress in the grand saloon. The other 
women of the harem will be excluded. The 
visit will last three hours. A musical en- 
tertainment will be given, during which 
coffee will be served, and the empress will 
then make a tour of the apartments and 
grounds, 

Count Kalnoky's Mission. 

Beri, Nov. 4.—Count Kalnoky, before 
leaving Vienna, hada long conversation 
with Prince Lobanoff, the Russian Ambas- 
sador, through whom he had learned that 
the Cvar had resumed his policy of opposi- 
tion to any form of settlement in Bulgaria, 
which excludes Russia’s claim to the right 
to select the head of the government. 
Prince Lobanoff’s communication amounted 
toa veto from the Czar of Count Kalnoky’s 
project forthe recognition of Prince Fer- 
dinand aos ruler of Bulgaris, and implied 
also the definite rejection of Prince Bis- 
marck’s sohemo, In official circles here the 
conviction prevails that the chancellor will 
henceforth abandon all efforts to conciliate 
the Czar. 

Apart from political matters concerning 
the Dreibund Count Kalnoky’s mission re- 
lates to the formation of a customs union be- 
tween the German and Austro-Hungarian 
empires. The existing commercial treaties 
with Austria oxpire in 1892. Tho treaty of 
Frankfort, in which Germany granted France, 
in perpetuity, most favored nation treat- 
ment, appears to be in the way ofan Aus- 
rian-German zollverein Count Kalnocky’s 
scheme overrides the Frankfort treaty in 
favor of differential tariffs betweon the Droi- 
bund powers.

TO BE HANGED NOV, 29, 


Willlam . Harvey Found Gullty of the 
Murder of His Wife, 


Guetru, Nov. 4.—Saturday morning tho 
judge summed up the evidence ina two 
hours'address., After an hour's deliberation 
the jury filed into the court and took their 
places, A deathlike stillness provailed and 
every car was strained to hear the verdict. 
After the jury bad been polled Mr. James 
Staples, foreman, gave the verdict: ** We 
find the prisoner guilty,” 

His Lordship asked whether at the time 
he comummitted the offence he was sane, and 
tho jury answered ‘*Yes’’ and that the find- 
ing was for murder. His Lordship retired 
for a few minutes and when he returned 
Mr. Johnston moved that the sentence of 
the court be pronounced on tho prisoner, 
Harvey stood upjand tho Judge turned to 
the prisoner and without asking him any 
questions delivered the following sentence : 

“That you bo taken to the jail whence 
you came and there remain until Friday, tho 
29th day of November, at 8 o'clock in the 
morning, when you shall be taken from the 
said jail to the place of execution and there 
hanged by the neck until you are dead, and 
may the Lord have merey on your soul.”

mo to commit for such an offence. 

In this case the defendant was not called 
upon to plead bo the charge, because | was 
merely investigating the charge as upon o 
proliminary enquiry. Lam not trying the 
charge. Whatever opinion | form upon 
the evidence I canno® convict and punish, 1 
aim bound to either commit the defendant 
to gaol to stand his trial for rape, or acquit 
him of that charge. 

If | was trying the chargo of rape, and 
the ovidence showed no rape committed, 
but did show that an indecent assault or a 
common assault had been committed, [ 
could convict the defendant of the lesser 
olfence, 

In construing the statute governing pro- 
ceedings to be taken upon a preliminary 
examination, such as has taken place in 
this case, | am left without authorities or 
precedents; none have been given to me. 
Upon a careful consideration of the whole 
statute my opinion is that upon a prelimi- 
nary examination, I must dispose of the 
charge set forth in theinformation. L am 
not at liberty, therefore, to commit the 
defendant for trial for any other offence, 
norcan I acquit him of any other offepos 
than that laia. 

I must dispose of the caso I am inveati- 
gating either by committing or acquitting 

—leaving the party who alleges herself ag- 
yrioved or some legally qualitied person on 
her behalf to lay another information be- 
foro me or somo other official competent to 
take the information, charging that the 
lesser offence of an indecent or common 
assault has been committed, if she shall 
deom it advisable so todo. Such a charge 
may yet be laid, and if laid before me | 
shall probably be obliged to try it. 

It would be highly improper therefore for 
me to express any opinion as to whether the 
evidence satisfies me that any lesser cfferce 
has beon committed. If I didso, lshouldte 
prejudging a case I may yet be called upon 
twwtry. [ shall, however, say that itisa moat 
regrettable circumstance that the defendant 
should have been charged with a capital fel- 
ony, when the ovidence apparently shows 
that the girl Deane had no idea whatever of 
charging bim with the commission of that 
crime, The statute declares that ** whoro- 
ever commits the crime of rape is guilty of 
felony, and shall suffer death as a felon,”

The witness then proceeded with his 
testimony, saying that after receiving the 
lotter from Williams relinquishing the cot- 
tage he entered it through a window on May 
10.

It had not been brushed over in certain 
places,

I found stains on tho baseboard 
that looked like blood. There was another 
large stain towards the north wall and at 
the center of the floor, I also found one arm 
of the rocker broken and loose and the 
furniture, the dresser and washstand in the 
center of the room. ‘The floor was painted 
only in the center of the room and on the 
north side. Toward the south wall there 
was no paint at all in certain places. I saw 
several stains on the wall. There were 
stains oll along on the paper and along on 
the south baseboard, in various places, that 
seemod to me to be blood. There were 
places on the floor that were not covered 
with paint where there were stains still 
showing. I saw footprints, as if they had 
stocking feot, as if they had painted in 
stocking feet in the hallway and in the 
house,"” 

The reference to stocking feet was order- 
ed stricken out by the court. 

The witness then indicated on a diagrain 
the location of the stains. Kunze was 
then pointed out to him by counsel for the 
state, but the witness could not identify 
him as any one he had ever seen before. 
During all of the time for which the rent 
was paid the cottage remained unoccupied.

The Toronto Mail; which is credited with 
being in the confidence of Mr. Mowat, has 
the following important statement in its is- 


sue of Monday: 


It has been a thatter of current rumor during 
the past fow weeks thatthe Ontario Lagusla- 
ture would be dissolved atan ea:ly day, and 
that the general election would be held during 
the present year. We had some doubts as to 
the correctness of the rumor, aod we gave ex 
pression to those doubts; but information has 
reached us, wh'ch we believe is trastworthy, 
that the Ontario Government have resolved on 
a dissolotion of the House at once, and that the

AMATEUR PEOTOGRAPHY., 

This is a comparatively recent diversion. 
It had its origin in European military life, 
asa means for conferring pleasure and 
profit.

The taste, 
or passion, for this kind of holiday amuse- 
mont has spread over the civilized earth, 
and to-day there are armies of amatour 
photographers, in which both sexes aro ro- 
presented. Asa result of competition and 
study nota few really clever operators 

combine pleasure and profit in this way, 
Mr. J. Lyons Biggar, of this city, must 
certainly take high rank among the 
successful amateurs. His skill in this kind 
of art has been recognized and commended 
by many who have had tho pleasure of ox- 
amining his specimens. We have before 
us a number of pictures representing scenes 
andincidents at the Sand Banks, which 
Mr. Biggar made last summer and which 
reflect much credit on his artistic skill. 
They aro all remarkably clear and realistic, 
and are ornaments as woll as interesting 
souvenirs, We congratulate Mr. Biggar 
on his success as an amateur photographer, 
and suggest that others follow his example. 
The satisfaction and pleasure derived from 
the practice will more than compensate for 
the trifling outlay. Why not organize a 
clab for next summer's operations? Wo 
are sure that Mr. Biggar, with his charac- 
teristic gonorosity and enthusiasm, will as- 
sist In the accomplishment of such an ob- 
ject by every means possible. A club of 
amatour photographers would be an addi- 
tional source of wholesome amusement and 
recreation for the summer holidays. Thore 
aro abundant objects of naturo’s creation 
in close proximity to our city for immortal

Ktustless Leon, 

How the Article js Manufactured. | 

The rustless process of iron making | 
which has beon until lately an exporiment, 

has now demonstrated that great cconomy | 
can be used, nut ouly in ice pipes, but iu 
evory article whore iron is used, Inthe 
past year ovor 2,000,000 kettles have been 
subjected to this process in Pittaburgh. 
Cho method is very peouliar. After tho 
article is mado it is put into a furnace 
about 84 feet high, 16 foot long and & foot 
broad, The furaace is made in an oval 
shape, airtight, After the iron has boon 
iu the furnace fur two hours, and it has at- 
tained almosta white heat, the air that 
comes through the regenerators and air 
valves is shut acourely off, and the furnace 
is made wir tight, Alter the air has beea 
shut off the superheater, which is» located 
in the combustion chamber at the rear of 
the furnace, and at right angles from the 
air valves, is opened and the furnace is 
filled with steam and kept in this condition 
for eight hours, At short intervals # small 
valve is opened, so as to allow an exodus 


of steam in the furnace, allowing fresh 


steam to be put into ths furnace. 


When 


the articles have been ten hours in the fur- 
naco there has been accomplished the for- 
mation of magnetic oxide npon the iron 


surface.

Sugar, 

The duty paid on sugar in the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1888, was $3,133,334, 
The duty paid on sugar in the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1889 was no doubt much 
greater because the aggregate duties of lest 
yoar exceeded the aggregate duties of the 
preceding year by $1,500,000. The gover- 
nment journals have for a long time been 
contending that this duty does not increase 
the price. —Toronto Globe. 

In 1878 the sugar imported into Cana’a 
for consumption weighed 105,215,279 
pounds. The duty on it was $2,515,655.84, 
or almost 2’4 cents per pound. 

In 1888 the sugar imported for consump- 
tion weighed 201,839,821 pounds, on which 
the duty was $3,535, 834.34, or just a shade 
more than 1°7 cents a pound. 

The Globe has never been able to exp'ain 
why asa free trader it did not object to tie 
high duty on sugarin 1878 Nor hasit ever 
attempted to explain exactly its reason fur 
objecting to the reduction in the duty on 
sugar effected under the existing tariff 

We have seen no affirmation in any ‘‘gov- 
ernment journal’’ that the duty on raw sugar 
does not increase the price ; and we do not 
believe the Globe can produce any such af 
firmation. What Conservative journals have 
ssid—and what they have proved — is that, 
considering the price and covsidering the 
duty, sugar is now and for years has been 
cheaper than it was under the Cartwright 
tariff. 

In 1878 all tho sugarimported, not und r 
No. 9 and not over No, 13, coat in price 
and duty $6.84 per 100 pounds. In 18838, 
all the sugar below No, 14 cost, in price 
aud duty, $4.19 per 100 pounds. Rid ¢ 
tion in price to the importer, $2 65 per 100 
pounds, 

in 1878, eight pounds of granulated sugar 
were sold for $1, or at the rate of $12 50 
per 100 pounds. In 1888 twelve pounds 
sold for $1, or at the rate of $8 33 per 100 
pounds. Reduction in priceto the consuin 
er, $4.16 per 100 pounds, 

Making reasonable allowance for the 
copyersion of low grade sugar into gianu- 
lated, it is evident that, duty and originsl 
cust considered, the consumer geta much 
cheaper sugar under the present tariff than 
he had under the Oartwright tariff. — Ham

TO. CARVE: A: TURKEY. 


The methods of carving a turkey given 


occasionally in the housekeeping depart, 


ments of our magazines, have referenc 
to those instances in which the entire 
bird is to be used at'a'single méal. In 
smal) families this is not likely to be the 
case. At a dinner party, where there 
tre other meat dishes’ to choose from, 
thewcarver is. necessarily in doubt as to 
just how much of bis dish will be ealled 
for. 

Another: point’ {s noticeable. Those 
who delineate the art of carving a tur- 
key, seem, to think there is some special 
merit or evidence of, skill displayed in 
Jeaving the fork sticking \triamphantly 
in the breast,bone until, the turkey is 
completely carved, , It is far better to 


use the fork in helping to, distribute the seedy for diarci.ea, whether arising srom teeth 


meat as it is temoved, in the manner 
shown hereafter. 

First, take the constricted part of the 
drumstick between the tines of the carv- 
ing fork with some’ firmness.’ The grip 
upon the bone can be made ptetty secure 
by giving the fork a’rotary turn 48 may 
be nééded: Now, with a few skillful 
cuts! loosen the neat from the drumstick, 
leaving it attached to the’ meéatof the 
second joint. With the left hand’ raise 
the drumstick, cleared of mreat, 60 as to 
open the joint at the union with the bone 
above! ‘Id. necessiry, sever iavith the 
pointiof the. carving knife any ligament 
that resists; -Thus, the drumstick bone 
is removed, and placed, on the opposite 
sido.of the, platter,,Open the dressing 
with a free incision. 

Now the, way is clear, and the next 
thing is to begin serving. The white 
meat and the dark meat are before you 
ready for service. That from the drum- 
stick goes with the dark meat, and slices 
may be removed from the wing w hile in 
situ, to be'berved as white meat.” You 
aré prepared to serve choice parts and 
those less choict; in due /proportién as 
judgment dictates, and in accordance 
with the preferences of those you Berve, 

You can easily’ supply the plates as 
rapidly as'your wife or helper ‘can sup- 
ply the vegotables and other accessories 


that-naturally fall to that side of the do- 


mestic econonly. 

By proceeding in this way, you will | 
find time for the most) deliberate and 
graceful movements,and avoid all undue 
haste on your part, and awkward wait- 
ing on the part of the guests, Remem- 
ber to avoid serying chunks of meat; aim 
to reduce everything to the form of 
tempting slices, 

Should the turkey be very tough—and 
sometimes the turkey does prove tough 
—it is advisable not to fry to rethove the 
hip bone.

Livingstono, the famous explorer, that 
whon, traveling in ‘the wilds of Africa, he 
first came in viow of the magnificent’ Vio- 
torla Falls, ho found himself without instro. 
ments; but the most provoking trial to him 
was that he had forgotten the simple mathe- 
matical rules of his wchool boy days, and In 
great sorrow of heart, was obliged to turn 
away fron) this beautiful river, without being 
able to caloulate or even ‘** guess” ite dimen- 
sions, The erreneous estimates which are 
made of the height of trees, buildings and 
other objocts, render desirable an easy and 
convenient method for measuring them ; and 
many porsons with a “liberal education” 
have doubtless fonnd thonmmectvers in the un- 
pleasant predicamen? of Dr. Livingstone, and 
rogretted their inability to determine the 
height of some intoresting Object; or the dis” 
tance ‘across a river. 

The height of a tres may be ostimated 
sufficiently exact for ordinary purposes by 
tho following method: Being in'the Vicinity 
of a tree, the hight of which you may wish 
to know, and in’yéur hand you carry ns 
walking cane or a jointed fishing rod, and 
supposing the cane, or a*letigth’ of the’ rod, 
is just three fest, set it in the ground ver- 
tically; and if the sun’ shines, it will cast a 
shadow; now, with a’pocket-rale, you 
measure tho length of the #liadow, and find 
it, say two feet. “Here then, we have a 
right angle of two feet and three foet. Now 
measurd from the base Of tho tree to the 
end of its shadow, and we will suppose it to 
be twenty feet, The problem, therefore, is 
simply this: If a cane three feet high caste 
p shadow of two feet, how high must « tree 
be to cast a shadow of twenty feet? Or, in 
other words, if two gives three, how much 
will twenty give? By the simple ‘‘rule of 
three” we find the answer to be thirty feet: 
Thos, by similar triangles, we have 2:3::20. 
X. . xX =30 feet—the troo’s height. ; 

Thore is auother method, which has the i 
advantage of being still more simple, and i 
convenient, by which the height of a troo 
may be easily determined by ita shadow. 
Any person may easily measure the exact 
hight of a tree whon the sun ghines, or dur. 
ing bright moonlight, by, making two lines 
on the ground, three feet apart, and then 
placing in the ground, on the line nearest 
the sun, a stick that shall stand exactly 
three fect out of the soil. When the end 
of the shadow of the stick oxactly touch 
the farthest line, then also the shadow of 
the tree will be exactly in length ‘the same 
measirément/as lits bight’ Of course, in 
such a caso, the sun will be at an exact 
angle of 45°, or just» midway between 
the zenith and the horizon. 

But the reader may now ask ; ** Suppose |

ithe son doesn't shino what thon?’ Why, 
then set up|tho cane as before, say eighteen 
feet from the basoiof the tree. Now place 
your head onthe ground, with the cano-be- 
tween you and thé tree, moving nearer to 
or farthor froin it Until you cau jast see the 
topof tho tree over the top of the cane 
thon place a pebble or mark on the group 

at'the point’ where you obtain thid view, 
The cane being three feethigh, the distance 
from the pebble to it,will be two feet, and 
from the pebble to tho base of the tree, 
and froni the pebble to the base of the tree, 
twenty feet, honve by tho sane rule, we 
find tho height of the tree to be twenty feet, 
as explaincd above. 

The following method, with a little prac- 
tice, will enable any person to measure the 
heights of trees or other objects with approxi- 
mate acouracy when the san is not shining, 
and the method here given represents the 
simp!ost and quickest way tomonsute heights, 
though the results aro not absolutely 
correct, 

First makea mark on the tree or other 
object, say six fect’ from the ground, or 
place a pole ‘six’ fect upright against it, 
Then, walk away to such a distance that 
the breadth of the hand, held ott at full 
arm's length, will jist cover the six feet, 
Mark with tho eye a point on tho tree 
at the upper end’ of the six feot, and 
move the hand” upwards and “ anothor 
breadth, and thus proceed until tho whole 
hight is measured. It may somotimos be 
convenient for an assistant to stand at tho 
foot of the treo, and if with his bat on 
he will be six foot bigh, he may serve asa 
mousure to bogis with instedd of the rod. 
Itis well to stand at some distance from the 
troe in making these menasuromonts, or 


otherwise the upper measured portions will 
be larger than the lower on account of the 
‘longer legs” of the inwginary triangle. It 
the distaneo be too great for the broadth 
ofthe hand, one or two fingors only may bo 
usod, or a short. pocket rule, Or, if the 
pocket rule be nsod, its separate subdivision 
into inches may bo made to indicate the 
portions moasured, and the whole com- 
plotod atone measurement, 

Tho heights of perpondioular banks of 
lakes or othor provipices, or tho descent of

James T, Bell, was last evening public'y 
presented in the City Hall with the certili 
cate and medal of the Royal Humane Su:

citizons in recognition of his gallant activ. 
in saving a young life on the afternoon «f 
March 18ch of the presont year, 

At that time a little boy about 6 years of 
age, son of Mr, James McKnight, was 
playing on the east bank of the river pu Mill 
Street, in front of Brown's Found 
he accidentally fell into the wAter, 
this point the river bank is high/ the wator 
deep and the current swift, afd the child 
was rapidly carried through t 
nol to the ice. bougd portion 
Mr. Bell was in thp vicinify at the time, 
and his attention being gttracted by the 
crowd, he ranto th 
the child’s hands aboye 
and no one venturing tyattempt the rescue, 
he hastily threw «ff his overcoat, jumped 
from the wall to the water, a distance of 
bout 12 feet, and grasped the little fellow, 
and rescued him from his perilous position. 

When the matter was reported to the 
authorities and it was learned that Mr, 
Boll was to receive the medal, it was de- 
cided that the presentation should be a 
public one. A number of the prominent 
citizens also interested themselves in the 
matter, and subscribed a sum of money to 
the extent of $50, which was prosented as 


*a mark of public appreciation of his action. 


On the platform were Mr. H. Corby, M.P., 
Mayor Diamond, Ald. Bogart, Collins, Dr. 
Jas. T. Bell, and on invitation Mr. R, 5S. 
Bell and the hero of the evening took seats 
on the platform. His appearance was the 
the signal of loud applause. The little 
follow, whose life he saved, was also placed 
beside him, and as they stood before the 
uudience they were greeted with loud ac 
claim. The meeting was called to 
order by Mayor Diamond, who said that 
they had met to do honor to a citizen, an 
honor that is seldom accorded to any per- 
son.

March, who, no doubt, would hayes boen 
drowned had you not, at the risk of your 
own life, plunged off the wall at the upper 
bridge into the swift ourront, and brought 
him safely to shore. I am well acquainted 
with the locality, and no ons but a very 
brave man would have done what you did ; 
and I am glad that Sir Charles Tupper re 
ognized your mortb, and placed the fucts 
before the Royal Humane Society, and it 
was his written desire whon forwarding me 
the medal and certificate, that the present.

It has sovoral miles of underground pipes in 
tho business part of the city, ond up to yes- 
torday supplied heat for hundreds of busl- 
noas houses. 


The authorized capital stock 


of the company is $1,250,000, the groater 


portion of which is held by Drexel, Morgan 


& Co., of Now York City, T. N. Vail, the 
President of the heating company, is also 
President, of the Metropolitan Telephono 
Company. 


It is understood that the New 
York holders of steam-heating stock have de- 


clined toadvance any more funds until tho 
final outcoine of the present trouble ia reach- 
ed, 
ration of the largost pipes in Congress atreet. 
The real reason, however, is the fact that 
the company has discovered its inability, to 
supply satiafactory heat at oxisting rates. 
The Boston company was incorporated in 
1887 a8 « branch of the National Heating 
Company of New York,

A UONTEMPTIBLE QUIBBLER, 


The Hamiltor Times is so oxtraordinarily 
inconsistant a journal, that in a short time 
it will rank with the Globe in that regard. 
It has been a Protectionist ana a Free 
Trader, and it has opposed and supported 
commercial annexation to the United 
States.

Vicronta, B. C., Nov, 8.—Dr. Dawson 
ot the Dominion Geological Survey for the 
past five months has been in the vicinity 
of Kamloops at work on the geological sur- 
yoy, covering an area of about 80 miles. .

Tho successfal operation of one or two 
mines in the Province, Dr. Dawson thinks, 
would resalt ina mining boom and give a 
great stinulus to miniog operations, It 
would resultin a rush of capital and the 
Provineo would be prospected thoroughly 
for new strikes, Very many vow dis- 
coveries would be made aa consequence, 
At present very little is known of the 
mineral resources of the Province and there 
aro many kinds to be found only by looking 
for thom, such as tin and other valuable 
metals, New discoveries are constantly 
being made, and many had been recorded 
since Dr, Dawson’s recent pamphlet,, on 
the mineral resources of British Columbia 
had been published, So rapid were the 
discovories, he said, that that little book 
would soon be antiquated. It wos well, 
however, to have a history of the com- 
menoement. 

Dr. Dawson is quite confident that the 
hopes of tho people of the province will yet 
bo realised. It was only a matter of time. 
A good deal of attention was boing directed 
now to hydraulic mining, and he felt quite 
satisfied that many of the bars at tho rivers 
and creeks that had beon abandoned by 
placer minors as unprofitable could be suc- 
cessfully operated by means of machinery 
and made to pay richly.

LORD SALISBURY'S SPEECH AT THE 


GUILD HALL MEETING

Guildhall! Saturday’ Lord Salisbury de- 
liveréd an addross in which he congratulat- 


ed the country upon the splonded expansion 
Tho 
aud capital, he said, wore regrettable, and 
ho jwarned the “labor agitators that they 
undertook a grave responsibility, He was 
glad to bo: able to affirm that Ireland was 
progrdssing. Prospority was increasing in 
that country, disorder was vanishing, and 
there was overy prospect of a permanent 
pottloinent of the burning qhestions between 
tho two No momber of the 
Government indalged in wild thoories of 
Home Ralo, but were ready with a practic: 
al policy which would satisfy the country. 
Referring to Egypt, Lord Salisbury said 
the policy of the Government remained ua 
changed, and it Wonld onable that country 
to protect herself against all attacks which 
at present she was unable to do without 
British assistance. Tho difficulties in Ears 
ope, ho declared, Appeared to be tending 
toward’a poacoful solution. All’ tho groat 
powors are desirous of avoiding conflict. Tn 
speaking of Iabor matters, Lord Salisbury 
said employers and everybody having to do 
with trado disputes should remomber that 
caution was necessary as any. imprudence 
might jeopardize great interests, Lord 
Salisbury declared that it was the wildest 
legend that the Government had tho faint- 
est intention to alter its Irish policy. Re- 
garding Africa he said the affairs of the 
country were more interesting now than 
European matters, England was not be; 
hind other nations in their generous rivalry 
to promote the civilization of Africa, The 
Anti-Slavery Congress at Brussels would 
form an epoch marking the great progress 
of European opinion on that subject. He 
expressed obligations to the Sultan of Zan- 
zibar for the latter's docree relating to the 
freedom of bis subjects. 

The Lord Mayor's show was n complete 
success, and Sir Henry Isaavs may congratu 
late himself that the ceremony of his induc- 
tion into office included the grandest pageant 
that London has seen on a Lord Mayor's Day 
in recent years. Beside the magnificence of 
the parade, another remarkable foature of 
the occasion was the emall number of street 
rows which Occurred as compared with the 
number ordinarily attending the event, 
though ono of those that did occur promised 
at one stage to reach dangerous proportions. 
While the parade was in progress a proces- 
sion of unemployed workingmen about 500 
strong merched through the Strand, flaunt- 
ing rudely-designed banners, singing and 
cheering. As the crowd neared Trafalgar 
Square; haondreds meanwhile having joined 
their ranks, the police mude a detérmined 
attempt to disperse them and a hot fight 
ensucd, but'the police’ were victorious, and 
soon the mob lost its compactness ahd oozed 
ont of the main highway through the numer- 
ous tributary streets, leaving no trace of its 
having existed except a few broken heads, 
of which the police bad their share, The 
night decorations were brilliant and hand- 
some, and the'streets Were filled as usual on 
Lord Mayor's Night, with drunken men and 
women, but the disorderly acts were confin- 
ed to singing ann yolling. 

Tn political circles the opinion is general 
that the Government will océupy tho time of 
the next session of Parliament with Irish 
legialation. This program will not, bhow- 
over, be allowed uninterrupted progress, for 
the Liberals aro resolved to take.advantage 
of the carlicst opportunity arising to agitate 
the abolition of. the duty on,tea, and the 
nowber of motions to be introduced, having 
that end in view promises to be exceedingly 
large, It is stated, too, . that tho, Radicals 
are urging, end with some prospect of suc- 
cess, that Mr. Gladstone include in the list 
of reforms which the Liberals will suggest o 
jresolution providing for the’ payment of 
Bbalarics t6 members uf the House of Com- 
mons, <A measure of this character will, of 
course, mect with stubborn opposition, and, 
like previous efforts in that direction, is 
doomed to defeat, presumably owing very 
largely to the conservative objection to the 
adoption” of any idea that may be rogarded 
as American, but it will be the entoring 
wodgo to a goneral harassment of the Gov- 
erpment next session. 

An immense mooting of the Primrose 
League was held at Manchester) Saturday 
with the Earl of Dunraven as the orator of 
the oceasion. Im the coursé of his speech 
His Lordship said it was undoubtedly truo 
that labor questions were the most important 
ofthe day, Thousands of workers, not only 
those unemployed by reason of the seat ceity 
of work and from other causes, but those 
who were regularly employed, were, to bis 
personal knowledge oxiating under the moat 


of ite trade disputes between labor 


countries.

At last we reached the bathing 
of the hippopotumus herd, saya a writer 
in the London Herald, nod 
the sound of thalr blowing in every di- 
roclon. IL found it rather tirosome to 
lie atill within eysy shot of the game, for 
it ja the pructic@of the natives not to 
five chase to any particular animal, but 
to walt until one of them comies close to 
the raft. 

Peering through the rushes, side by 
side with Mukata, Tcould see the huge 
head of a hippopotamus as it ¢wam near 
us. Only the eyes, cars, nod nose could 
be seen. These parts were of a bright 
scarlet, quite unlike tho dull, leaden hue 
which these parts assuine in captivity, 

As we neared the swimming animal, 
Makata rose on one knee.

Isat 
amidships, with rifle across my knees, 
and the water washed my finger tips as I 
gripped the guowale. In the stern stood 
Mvakato, with the paddle in bis hand and 
a harpoon at his feet. His face wus 
ablaze with excitement, and he looked 
like an avenging demon.

As heapoke the infuriated brute made 
Straicht at us, Open-mouthed.

TOO MANY MEMBERS. 


Of the various changes in our municipal 
organization that were effected by the in- 
corporation of Belleville as a city, the ad 
dition made to the number of wards has 
proved one of the Jeast satisfactory. 

Experience has shown that not only has 
the number of members of Council been 
made too great, but that several undesir- 
able consequences have ensued from the 
cutting upof the city into seven wards, 
Members of Council, generally speaking, as 
is not unnatural, and as is the case In larg- 
er bodies, ‘look out for number one;” 
that is to say their attention is given chiefly 
to their own wards, both with a view to 
meeting the requirements of their little 
constituencies and securing theirre-election, 
Hence arises a struggle amongst members 
to get as much as possible, each for his own 
ward, and the gereral interest is lost sight 
of and injured by “log rolling” combina- 
tions, by means of which a good deal of 
public money is annually misapplied if not 
absolutely wasted. Such, stated in a gen. 
eral way, is the condition of affairs which 
has resulted from the creation of so large a 
number of wards. 

Several propositions have been made in 
Council, from time to time, to secure a re- 
duction in the number of members from 
each ward andin the number of municipal 
subdivisions, but without success. 
the time for  hold- 
Ing the elections is again near at 
hand, we broach the subject at this 
juncture, in the hope that the electors, who 
are, in gonoral, perfectly well aware of the 
bad effect of the present system, will 
take such action as will lead to 
the carrying out of the reform which we 
have indicated. 

As, in our belief, the fewer wards the 
better, we would recommend thatthe num- 
bers be reduced to three, namely two on 
the east side of the river, and one on the 
west side. 

The reform indicated is a desirable one. 
andas the Council have shown thelr hostility 
to it, the people, who complain and who 
have to furnish the money which is unpro- 
fitably spent, must, if they desire a change, 
set themselves to the task of bringing it 
about. Tue Iyreciicencen will aid in it, 
as it has always done in every project which 
in deomed likely to be,of public benefit.

thing for him (Kunze) that he could 

Frank S, Washburn, a saloon-keeper, 
testitied that Kunze and O'Sullivan were at 
hi» saloon between April 12 and 20 and 


that Kunze said he was going to bay a horse 


from O'Sullivan and pretend to pay o big 
price for it #0 as to got some spending money 
from his guardian, 

Gus Klabro, tinnor, testified that on the 
Monday morning after the murder Burke 
came to the shop where he worked and had 
@ galvanized iron box soldered. It was about 
14x26 inchesin size. Witness continued: 

“We got to talking about this caso and he 
said Dr, Cronin was e Briti h spy and oughe 
to be killed.” 

“You soldered the box; did you do any- 
thing to the lid?” 

“Yes; I had to scrape it because there 
was sand and one thing and another on it.” 

“Before you scraped it did you do any- 
thing while Burke was thore?”’ 

“No sir,—Well I tried to out the cord 
and he wouldn't have that.” 

“What did ho say when you were going to 
out the cord?” 

‘He shoved my arm to one side and said, 
“For God's auke don’t cut it,’ or some remark 
like that. I told him I had to cut it to make 
a joband he said, ‘Do itany way, it don’t 
mako any difference what kind of # jot 
it is.’’” 

Klahre said when Burke was brought 
back from Winnipeg he yisited the jail with 
on officer to identify him. He went close 
to Burke's cell, when the latter muttered 
—— — —, us if he meant him (witness). 

On cross-examination witness repested 
evory detail of Burke's visit to his shop and 
the soldering of the box. Ho was certsin 
as to his identity. While the witness was 
giving his testimony Burke leaned torward 
in his chair and laughed derisively at bim. 

Michacl Walsh, a gasfitter, testified ho 
Was at one time a member of Camp 20 of the 
Clan-na-Gael. In tho latter part of April 
witness was working in Joliet. While 
there, about May 9, he saw Martin Burke. 
They roomed together until both returned 
to Chicago May 18. Burke worked one day 
while there, for which he was paid $1.60. 
Witness saw Burko receive a letter. The 
State's Attorney endeavored, but without 
success, to elicit the statement from Walsh 
that the letter contained a money order. 
The wish of tho State’s Attorney, he ex* 
plainod, was toshow that Burke was with- 
out money of his own, but that shortly 
afterwards he was in Winnipog with lots of 
money, with a ticket for Europe and with 
able counsel to fight his extradition, 

Joseph O'Byrne, senior guardian of a 
Cronin camp of tho Clan-na-Gael, was re- 
called. Ho said that on the Tuesday fol- 
lowing Cronin’s disappearance he and 
Maurice Morris talked with Prisoner Johy 
F. Beggs. The witness said: “I asked 
Beggs what we were going to do with refer. 
ence to the disappearance of Cronin. I told 
him I thought it was time he should call 
council to eee if we could not do something. 
He said he thought the doctor would turn 
up all right; there was plenty of time todo 
the work, Morris said he thought Cronin 
wasdead. Beggs said Morris did not know 
what he was talking about; that he did not 
belong to the inner circle and that ‘we’ 
know what we were talking about.”’ 

“Whom did he refer to as ‘we’ |” 

“Well, that isa matter that I cannot un 
derstand. Dennia Ward then came up at 
that time and stated that he thought the 
fellow would come out all right; that he 
had run away with some woman.” 

Dr. John F, Williams testified that he had 
attended Patrick O'Sullivan at various times 
during two or three years until a year ago, 
His entire fees for the services amounted ta 
less than $10, 

Maurice Morris, a friend of Dr, Cronin, 
testified that shortly after tho disappearance 
of Cronin, he was talking abovt the caso 
with Dennis Ward in presence of Beggs, 
when Ward niade use of the remarks about 
Cronin mentioned by O'Byrne. Witness got 
mad and said somewhat emphatically; *‘He 
was murdored and by people in this city.” 
Begys said; ‘Oh; you are not posted. We 
are in the inner circle and know what we 
aro talking about,” 

“Did you know anything about an inner 
circle t” 

‘T have heard a good deal of it. I have 
hoard John Devoy speak of it.”’ 

“What have you heard referred to os to 
the inner circle 1?” 

“—T mean that the L M, BR, before thoy 
united with the O. B., belonged to the inner 
circlo.”

Like fron and railroads, stocka also began 
to look up, and Mr. Margo devoted himself 
more ¢losely than ever to the quotations 
which followed each other moment by mo 
ment on! the, tape of the stock tickor,, It 
soomed never safo for him to bo out of hear- 
ing of the instrument, for figures changed so 
suddenly and unexpectedly; shares In somo 
Solid old roads about which overybody knew 
everything remained at their old figures, 
whilo some concerns that had only just been 
introduced in Wall street, and were as prob- 
lomatic ns new acquaintances in general, Og- 
ured largely in the daily roporta of Stock 
Exchange transactions 

Mr. Marge retnembered previous occasions 
of similar character; during tho first of them 
ho had been 2 ‘lamb,’ and was sheared co 
closely aud raodely that ho afterward took 
great interest in the shearing process, per- 
haps to improve and reform it, Te was not 
atall misled by the operations on the street at 
tho periodwith which tls story concerns it- 
solf; ho knew that some of the new securities 
were selling for nore than they wore worth, 
that tho prices of others, and the great vol- 
umo of transactions in thom, were made 
wholly by brokers whose business it was to 
keep thém before the people. Others, which 
soommed promising, could fulfill thelr hopes 
only on certain contingencies, 

Yet Marge, eool and prudent though he 
was, took no interest whatever in “securities” 
that deserved their name; he devoted all his 
attention to sach stocks as fluctuated wildly 
—stocks about whitch conflicting rumors, both 

‘ood aud bad, came day by day, sometimes 
a by hour. He did not hesitate to inform 
himself that ho was simply a gambler, at the 
only gentlemanly gamo which tho law did 
not make disreputable, and that the place for 
his wits and money was among tho stocks 
which most indulged in “quick turns,” and 
to which the outside public—thoe great flock 
of lambs—would be most attracted. 

After a careful survey of the market, and 
several chats, apparently by chance, with al- 
legedd authorities of thé street, he determined 
to confine his operations to the stock of “The 
Eastorii and Western Consolidated Railway 
company,” better known on the street and

The Sultan prosented Emperor William 
with tho famous sabro of Sultan Murad IV., 
which originally ‘belonged to Emperor 
Frodorick, of Hapsburg, who reigned during 
the carly part of the fourteenth century, It 
is @ cross-liandled sword of great length with 
tho handle and sheath of solid silvor, 
superbly chased. The Damascus blado ia 
engraved with German inscriptions, and the 
imperial eagle is engraved upon the handle. 
In the sixteonth century tho sabre, which 
was an heirloom in the Hapsburg family, 
was given by Emperor Mathias to Count 
Hunyadi, of that day, who was killed in 
battlo fighting against the Tarks, who cap- 
tured the weapon.

They javoatigate them, to 
find the mystery resolve itself into a boat 
with two men, one to pole the boat and 
one tospearthe fish. The light pro- 
ceeds from an upright about three fect 
high, from which projects an arm of 
about the samelength, the end of which 
is loosely wrapped around with tow or 
cotton waste. On the top of the up- 
right is a two-quart can fitted with a 
faucet and holding kerosene, which flows 
fast or slow, as desired, along the arm, 
which ts hollow, and saturates the bun- 
dle of tow, and this being lighted at- 
tracts the fish and shows them plainly 
to the spearer.

the party is given to understand that they 
can be admitted to a quiet little game if 
they will not give it away. Tho spotter’s 
work is done when he lands the strangers 
in these palaces of gambling. They have 
been in operation for two years past and 
have swindled right and left. The most 
questionable practices are indulged in, 
The victinis, however, have been disinclined 
to give the games away, not wishing to 
publicly disgrace thomselves. Tho Cuban 
lost £750 and the Englishman over £250 
beforo they had enough.

Dean Sin,—Thoere are but fow porsons 
who will attempt to defend the bonus ays 
tom on business principles, Unless an in- 
dustry is likely to become successful on ite 
own merits, it will prove of little benelit to 

|} the community. A bonus will not maintain 
it or prolong tt iu & healthtul existence. A 
bonus often proves merely a tomptation to 
outer upon ul-considered ventures, the fail 
uro of which oveatually becomes a serious 
loss to the public in more ways than one, 


| However, thore may be nuthing wrong, per 


se, in endeavoring thus to stimulate eutor- 
prise in our midat, though from a business 
point of viow iC is only justifiable under an 
anomalous condition of affairs, This anom- 
alous state of things does exist in our midat. 
The fact that other places give bonuses 
causes the natural advantages which our 
city possesses to be passed by.

SLAVE TRADE HORRORS 


ARABS SHOOT UOQWN MEN AND CAP- 


TURE WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


The Missionaries wp in Arma—The Conser- 
vatives and Liberal-Untontsts — The 

Prise- Ring. 

Loxpox, Nov. l4.—Newa roceived from 
the African gront lakes shows that the 
missionaries aro now mombors of the church 
militant, and are in a atato of open war with 
the Arab slave catchers. A lotter from Rev. 
Mr. Wright, who is at Fwambo, on Lake 
Tanganyika, saya the missionarios thore 
wore daily oxpocting an attack from tho 
Arabs. Tho Tanganyika missionaries bavo 
endeavored to avoid any quarrel with the 
Arabs, who, however, seem determined to 
avongo thomsclyes upon tho white men 
there because the missionaries at Lako 
Nyassa are trying to put o stop to slave 
raids, Sotho whites at Fwambo havo boon 
compelled to build a fort, have surrounded 
it with a strong abattis of thorny trees and 
wire entanglement, and soatterod broken 
bottlos over the ground to interlere with 
any attompt by there barefooted enemies to 
take the place by storm. This is hardly 
what the miasionaries were sent to Africa 
to do, but they are compolled, in self defence 
to prepare themsclves for the worat, 

Meanwhile the missionaries at the north 
end of Lake Nyassa are kopt protty busy 
fighting alave-raiding parties. Tho Arabs 
aro constantly making detours around tho 
mission stations to attack native villages 
for no other purpose than to make slaves 
of the womon and children. Rev. Mr. Cross 
writesthat the Arabs, well supplied with 
bark ropes to tie their captives, surround 
the villages atearly dawn ond fireinto the 
huts. The terrified natives, who have no 
weapons except spears, rush for their lives. 
Many of the men aro shot down, and the 
women and children are captured. The 
missionaries are taking the part of all these 
natives, and when thoy hoar of a slave raid 
they sond out parties from the fortified sta- 
tiona to attack the murderers and release 
the captives. On one occasion in July last, 
thoy killed all the Arabs in a raiding party 
and released a long string of women and 
childron who were tied together by ropes 
around their necks. These rescucs, how- 
ever, cannot restore the ruined homes and 
murdered friends of the victims and terrible 
misery prevails, Tho missionaries aro very 
indignant to find that the guns they cap- 
ture from the Arabs are of English make,

VERY ANXIOUS. 


The Mowat Government are terribly 
anxious as to the result of the by-election 
in West Lambton, which was formerly one 
of their strongholds. Four Cabinet Minis 
ters are in the riding. Premier Mowat has 
talked to the Protestants, Mr. Fraser is to 
address the Catholics, Mr. Drury the far- 
mers, and Mr. G. W. Ross will explain the 
educational policy of the Government. 


THE BY-LAW, 


The authoritative statement made by Mr. 
Thos. Ritchie, Chairman of the Industrial 
Committee, obviates all the objections that 
have been raised against the rolling mills 
by law, as it is thus made clear that the 

ment for the execution of which the 
by-law provides can and will be made to 
provide for the protection of the public in. 
terests. 

If the agreement can be made to include 
the increase of the company’s capital, as 
mentionedin Mr, Ferres’ letter which was 
read at the public meeting, it will be very 
satisfactory. From the fact that the mem 
bers of the Committee and of the Council 
who have come in contact with: the gentle- 
men who are at the head of the enterprise 
have been most favorably impressed with 
their candor and business ability, we antict- 
pate that this will be done. 

Believing that the interests of the rate- 
payers are in safe hands; that the enter- 
prise which it is proposed to aid is of such 
a character as will give a good return for the 
outlay; that its promoters are gentlemen 
of good business charactor and skill, and 
with sufficient capital ; and that the passage 
of the by-law will mark a turning point in 
the history of the city, we commend the 
project to the favorable consideration of the 
electors. 


Mr. Ferres’ second letter, received since 
the above was placed in type, makes, we are 
pleased to find, the suggestion above offered 
as to increasing the capital of the company, 
with the additional precaution that at least 
$80,000 of the stock be subscribed or no 
start, and $50,000 paid up or no bonus. This 
arrangement ought to meet with a ready 
acceptance.

MUST SERVE THEIR TERMS. 


Final Docision in the Case of Two Carolina 
Boodlers Not Unkuowa in Canada, 

Wasiinoton, Nov, 14.—The well-known 
caso of Charley E, Cross and Samuel C, 
White, the defaulting president and cashior 
rospootively of the State National Bank of 
Raloigh, N.C., has becn finally disposed of 
by an opinion rendered by Justice Harlan 
in the United States Supreme Court, The 
effect of the decision will be to compel Cross 
and White to serve out the term for which 
they weresentenced, The two men named, 
while officers of the Raloigh bank, forged a 
note for $6250 and falsely ontered it on the 
books of the bank as a part of the assets of 
tho institution, the intent being to deceive 
the National Bank Examiner as to tho 
financial condition of the bank, Thoy fled 
to Canada, were arrested in Toronto, sent 
back, tried for forgery in the courte of Wake 
County, N.C., and convicted, ‘The case 
camo before the United States Supreme 
Court principally on the ground that the 
offense was cognizable in the Federal and 
notin the State courts. The fallacy of this 
argument, the court says, is in assuming 
that the making of the false entries neces- 
sarily involves the orime of forgery. Either 
crime would have been complete without 
the other, The crime against tho State 
could not be condoned by committing an- 
other and distinot crime against the United 
States, 


THE PAN:PILGRIMS. 


Again at Washington—Ucnoeticial Effects of

Wasuincton, Nov. 14.—Just forty-two 
days after the morning of Oct, 3, when the 
special train bearing tho internationa) 
American excursion party pulled out of the 
Pennsylvania railroad station here, the same 
train, headed by the locomotive which had 
drawn it nearly 6000 miles rolled into Wash- 
ington having successfully completed the 
most extensive trip undertaken by one train.

Most of 
these women are dangerous, and have to be 
confined in small rooms, Ab night they 
koop the inmates of the prison awake with 
their howls and ories. They use the must 
vile and filthy language imaginable, and are 
a source of great distress to the gaol oflivials, 

This is a most deplorable state of thinge. 
Tho idea of confining sixteen lunatic women 
in the gaol is simply monstrous, They have 
not committed any crime, their only cin 
being their misfortune, These women have 
only the common gaol acccmmodation, aud 
are attended only by the goal doctor. These 
poor creatures are incarcerated, it is said, to 
await an examination, but they will have 
to bear imprisonment there until room can 
bo madeintheasylum, These people some- 
times stay in gaol for two years,—Torvuto

Fiftoon Mandrod Acres Devoted to Fruit 


Mnising, 

California, famous for ite ttigantic trees, 
iM mammoth vogetables and its magnificent 
fruits, boasts of the groatest orchard in the 
world. It lies in the open valley of the 
Secramonto, in Batte County, and covers 
two and a half sections, or 1500 noren of 
land. Jobn Bidwell, is 
one of the early pionoers, having creased 
the plains in 184). 


Its owner, Gon 
Ho was an nasociate of 
Sutter and Fremont, antl hia life in those 
early times was reploto with adventures 
among savage Indians and wild beasts. | 
Ho has more than « quarter section of | 
land, in fact, nearly 200 acres, planted to 
peaches alone. He has over 100 acres set to 
plums and prunes. The latter, when dried 
Sre supérior to the finest of the imported 
Froneh peuncs, while the plunis are truly 
magnificent, including the yellow ogg, 
Washington, Columbia, Pond’s seedling, | 
Coe’s golden drop, Duane's purple, peach | 
plum, and still other varieties, reba | 


thousand poar trees form « grand orchard 
in themselves. While many varieties are 
frown, yot the Bartlett leads ull «aghers, 
The Seckol, Flomish beauty and the Kieffer | 
are ainong the most profitable varieties, 
There are some 5000 apple troes, whieh in- | 
clude moat of tho standard variotics, It is | 
noticeable in thix warm climate’ that what | 
aro known as fall 
Statos aro surnmer apples here, while those 
known as winter apples thoro ripen early 
in the fall here, 

Tho apricot orchard includes’ betwoon 
sixty and seventy acres, and tho bést varic- 
ties only are set out, 

There are 2357 cherry tres, aud these 
make a wonderful growth and bear ipro- 
digiously. One magnificont treo, “* Na- 
poleon, moasures sixty feet high, seven and 
ahalf around its truok, and bore in one 
soason 1750 pounds of fine fruit. ‘The oher- 
ries were picked and weighed undor tho 
most careful supervision, so that no rrors 
could occur, | At the provailiny prive’ this 
soason this tree returned to ite owrer a 
greater profit than ten acres of land planted 
to wheat. 

There are great ‘numbers of almond, 
which reaches a state of high porfection in 
this warm climate, many fig, nectarines 
orange, olive, quince, walont, chestnut, 
percan and other kinds of trees, buat it 
would be useless to here specify the number 
of each. 

The Vineyard covera 200 acres, and the 
varieties mostly grown are white muscat, 
which numbers 57,213 vines, black Ham- 
burg, flame and bloe tokays, emperor) rose 
of Peru, and black Morocco. 

There are three large packing houses for 
handling the fruit. Driers are not used, as, 
owing to the dry climate, the friit and 
raisinsare all cured in the sun. Immense 
quantities of the fruit are canned, and for 
this purpose a mammoth building was oon- 
structed, where 200 persons are given em. 
ployment. During the rush of the peach 
and apricot season a much larger number is 
added. To pick, box and dry the fruits in 
the orchard 300 men are employed, so that 
this mammoth orchard alone gives labor to 
500 persons. 

During the present season five carsjloads 
of fresh, dried and canned fruits wore ship- 
ped daily. The soilis a rich sandy loam, 
and the trees are grown without irrigation. 
—American Rural World,

MUNIVIPAL AMENDMENTS. 


The most important of the amendmeats 
to the Municipal Act recommended by the 
conyention at Toronto was the abolition of 
all exemptions, excepting burying grounds, 
universities, colleges, and high achools. 

Another important amendment was one 
introduced by Mayor Diamond, chairman 
of the Committee on Municipal Amend: 
ments, that section 68 of the Municipal Act 
be amended by giving the same power to 
cities as is given in towns in reducing the 
number of Aldermen. Were such powers 
conferred upon the Council, a very desir- 
able reduction in the number of members 
might bo made, in case of failure in the 
project for reducing the number of Wards, 
{ |Still' another highly desirable amendment 
recommended was the following: ‘* That, 
in the opinion of the Conyention, the Court 
of Revision, as at present, is not considered 
satisfactory in cities and towns, it being 
composed of members of the Council, and 
that a more independent Court could be 
appointed as follows, viz : * Two membera 
to be appointed by the Council and one by 
the Mayor—these three to be persons not 
members of the Corporation—to constitute 
a Court of Revision, each of whom shall be 
paid as the Council shall determine ; a final 
appeal to be had to the County Judge, as 
at present,’”’ 

That members of Council are, to a certain 
extent, interested parties, whether in hav- 
ing their re-election in view, or in feeling 
bound to sustain the action of assessors of 
their appointment, is a fact which tends to 
shake publicconfidencein theirimpartiality. 

Had the Convention recommended the 
publication of the assessment rolls, their 
action would have been received with ap- 
proval, as we bellove that many errors of 
assessors would thereby be rectified by being 
brought to public notice. 

We trust that the recommendations above 
noted will be adopted by the Legislature, 
but there is reason to fear that that regard- 
ing exemptions will not be placed upon the 
statute book for some years yet to come, if 
ever.

1. In April 1875, theo Mackenzio Govern- 
ment commenced to build that portion of 
the line from Port Arthur to Winnipeg, 
which was completed in 1883. Undor the 
contract with the Company, which was made 
Oct. Zlst, 1880, the Government agreod 
to completo the Port Arthur and Winnipog 
section and the section from Kamloops to 
Port Moody, in British Columbia, which 
was done.

The cabin in which the cooklug wha 


done und moals caten wae made entirely 
from redwood, there being used in it 
about fifty slats, besides joists, plates,

These are made three fect long, ailx 
Inches wide, and one-quarter of an loch 
thick. On the roof of the cabin and the 
kitchen about 2.000 were used, Ono 
side of the cabin belug cut out, a fire- 
place was built, the adobe for tining it 
being made from the atiff, black soll 
mixed with water. The chimney of 
this fro-place was of alnta set on end 
and the wet adobe was kept In place by 
a lining of redwood, which ils slow to

Now that the cabin, corral, etc., were 
finished the balance of the time could bo 
utilized in various ways.

One, the ‘‘Gollath,” isa 
solid tree measuring 23 .feet through at 
the ground, 20 feet at 5 fect above the 
spreading base, nnd 17 feet still higher 
up. This tree is now 200 feet in height, 
the lower half of the trunk being free 
from branches, It has been estimated 
that its weight is about 100,000 tons,and 
that lt would make 1,000,000 foat board 
measure, of clear lumber, the branches 
and top piling up 100 cords of wood. 

The lumber, shakes, stakes, etc., from 
a good-sized tree have sold for over 8500, 
the man who got out the material being 
paid 8880 for his labor, 

The Big Basin trees are yet inaccessi- 
ble, That is, they are too far from any 
railway to be marketed profitably now, 
But their value increases every year, and 
before may years they will be cut into 
for the lumber they afford. Itis to be 
hoped that before that time comes the 
heart of the basin nay be set aside asa 
natural park for the benefit of the pres- 
ent and succeeding generations.

Tho Great Army of Socialists Varching on

Lonpor, Nov. 18.—The namber of socia 
quostions which dro coming to the front in- 
weekly, ond quickly 
movements are making a dooper impression 
on politicians, Unioubtedly they threaten 
to override mere politics, perhaps even to 
take precedence over Home Rule itself, 

‘Lories scom do oliovo-that.tTowe Rule is 

half-shelved already, or, as their organ +ays, 

that Homo Rule, although ib atill tigures as 
an article of faith with Gladstonians, has 
been quietly removed from the top of the 
list, while for cloctionvoring purposes social 
question are to bo pushed. Mr, Schnadhorat 
is ill and depressed. He isdoclared to be 
convinced that Home Rule is not a winning 
ery. Mr. Gladstone remains nominally the 

leador of his party, but his influence is dim- 

inishing as that of Socialistic Radicals in- 

creases. Heo still bolioves that Homo Rule 
holds tho field ; they do not. Mr. Labou- 
chere, Mr, Jacoby, Profossor Stewart, Mr, 

John Burns, these aro men who havo got 

hold of the reins, and Sir William Harcourt 

and other so-callod leadors aro climbing on 
tho box. The Socialists who hocklod Mr- 

Morley at Nowcastle are but one division of 

thie groatarmy, which is marching on. 

Hitherto it has beon thought to consist of 
the working classes, of the masses; in fact 
that it was a now form of the old contest 
between the haves and the havo-nots, To- 
day the middle classes are joining in. The 
tradesmon in London, whose conservatism 
was supposed to be above proof, are combin- 
iog against the landlords; or some of them 
sre. Their noisiest leader, Mr. Haysman, 
is a Gladstonian Parliamontary candidatefor 
one of the divisions of London. Thoy met 
on Thursday and crowded St. Jamos’ Hall. 

Their speeches are fajl of rank Sooinlism. 

Tho Irish lesson has been but too well loarnt. 

Landlords are fair gamo. They are no longer 

to be allowed in London any more than in 

Treland to fix rents or to manage their own 

property, or to choose whom they will for 

tenants, or to profit by the increase in value 
of their houses. Tradesmen are to pay only 
what they consider fair ront, und never to 
give up their shops unless they like. Econo- 
mic laws are to disappear. Supply and 
deinand are no longer to govern the market, 
Combination is to be the means of cvercion,

Thore has been, on the whole, no spectacle 
more comic than that of a body of rapacious 
pushing, thriving tradesmen of London posing 
as victims of landlords. Nor do the real 
Socialists welcome their new allies. Mr. 
Hayaman is told that he is not wanted, that 
bis griovances are not genuine, and that his 
Movement is one that tends to bring Social- 
ism into contempt. 

The Liberal program, said Lord Rose- 
bery at Bristol on Wednesday, is not yet 
complete for the next election.

While Lord Rosebery waa developing this 
program at Bristol, a meoting of London 
Liberal mombers of Parliament and candi- 
dates was held at the National Liberal 
Club, under the presidency of Professor 
Stuart. Resolutions wero passed unani- 
mously in favor of municipal control 
of the police, water, light, tramways, mar- 
kets and all other powers possessed by any 
municipality whatever; demanding the 
abolition of all excoptivnal privileges of the 
Corporation of London, and proclaiming 
thatthe conditions of the poople should be 
improved, that the taxation of one class 
should be relieved and the taxation of an- 
other class—notably the ownors of ground 
rents—increased, and that tho working- 
classes ought to have thoir tea and coffeo 
free of duty. All this and somothing moro 
was sauctioned by the Council of the London 
Liberal and radical Union the noxt night 
They ran up the eight-hours flag for Govern, 
ment employes, inscribed also with thg 
standard rate of wagos, and onrostrictod 
right of combination, horetofore denied to 
postoflice and other public servants. ‘It 
was,’ cries ono of the Socialist sheets, “an 
earthquake-night.”

to the project and a full vote be polled.

Le Canada, of Ottawa, says that the ex- 
ports of cheese from this country last year 
were 85,173,237 pounds, while the United 
States, with twelve times the population, 
exported only 88,008,458 pounds. And in 
price Canada has also a decided advan- 
tage. The total cheese export of th» 
United States sold for $7,736,000, whi'e 
that of Canada brought $8,928,000. The 
samo joucral says that under annexatiin 
VUauada would loge largely, as its cheess 
would be classed with that trom the Unit d 
Scates and sold at a lower price. 

This brings to mind the fact that tie 
Yankees are recognizing the merid of our 
prime cheese and would fain brand ther 
owoas ours. Daring tho present shipping 
y2ira larze quantity of U. S. cheese wis 
taken to Montreal and shipped as Cana- 
dian goods, The dairy associations should 
take up the matter and see next year, fr 
their own protection, that the foreiv 
goods, if shipped from a Canadian por’, 
Bay sail under their own colors. —Toronto

turing it. The face,arms and hands were

Even beneath the deeply contused features 
of the victim there were evidences if not of 
beauty then of feminine fairness.

It was on the floor 
under the bed, on the walls, on the doors 
on the stove, on the kitchen utensils.

The proposal bas come about through 
tho advico of the military commissioner, 
whom England sent to assisttho Australians 
to & common schome of national defense. 
He reportdd in favor of a foderal Australian 
army, and Sir ‘Henry Parkes, who is a 
foderplist at hoart, has seized the oppor- 
tunity and boldly tells the colonies that tho 
time has come for o grand fodermtion, not 
only for military protection, but for all the 
usos that are implied by the term. Of 
‘cotirse, the premior does not openly suggest 
4 separation from the Mothor Country, but 
to those ,whd have mado Australian affairs 
a dtudy aud are acquainted with the opin- 
fons of Sic, Henry, as set forth in his 
numerous utterances on the subject of Aus- 
tralian autonomy, the meaning of his pro- 
posal is plain. On the reception which 
Australia gives to the invitation will depend 
in a groat measure the future of that 
country. Tho time seoms ripe for some 
such movement, but it is more probable 
that the change will not como by violent or 
suddon moans, but by rathor gradual steps. 
Tho English speaking colonics of Australian 
will surely never consent to grow up into a 
number of disunited and jealous states; but 
with éich, year of dovolopment will find the 
necessity greater for combining under one 
government... One great impediment to the 
immediate acceptance of a plan of federa- 
tion is the jealousy and rivalry between 
Victoria and New South Wales. Their 
policies also differ, Victorin is a protective 
tariff country, while New South Wales 
practices free trade. It is therefore im- 
probable that Sir Henry Parkes’ invitation 
to consider fedoration will be cordially 
acoopted by Victoria, however it may be 
received by the other colonies, 

In order to understand the rivalry be- 
tween the two most important colonies it is 
necessary to understand the position of each 
in regard to whatis known as the federal 
council, which was formed in 1835, and 
which was a step towards federation, This 
is a council granted by the imperial parlia- 
ment for deliberative purposes, but it is en- 
tirely inoperative, and, as in the present 
caso, when common defense demands, fed- 
eration cannot act, but must appeal to 
Westminster for power. New South Wales, 
under the leadership of Sic Henry Parkes, 
would never enter’ tho federal council, and 
“Victoria thus became the ruling power of 
the council. Possessing this power—such 
as it is—it will/be loth to follow tne lead of 
its sister colony and rival in promoting 
a federation ofwhich the suggesting 
colony would undoubtedly beconie the

Both 
vessole wore wrecked in the samo storm 
within ten miles of each other, and the two 
crews wero pickod up by Capt. Cooke of 
the Atalanta, Oct, 25, within an hour of 
each uther, It was on his outward trip to 


Jamaica and after carrying the shipwreeked 
people to Montego Bay he brought them to 
this port. Tho 
having been made while the hurricane was 
still at its hoight, 


rescue was a gallant one, 


Whilo the Spotloss was fast going to 
pieces the wife of Capt. Etheridge was 
urging hor husband and the eailors not to 
abandon the ship, Tho crew were lashed 
to the pumps and were woak and oxbausted, 
and Mra, Etheridge, wrapped in an oilcloth 
Suit of her husband, walked the dack of the 
Anking ve scl, carrying food and drink to 
the men. Whon hor husband failed from 
woakness she begged to be allowed to take 
his pace, but tho sailora redoubled their 
efforts and refus da to permit her to do so, 
Tho heroine of this story declined to talk of 
hor exporionoe, but those with whom she 
worked were loud in their praise of her 
bravery. 

The Spotloss sailed Oct. 17 from Savan- 
nab for Baltimore with a deckload of lum: 
ber. Just north of Hatteras sho was struck 
by a terrific soutbeast hurricane, which 
soon centered around to the northeast, 
Tho schooner was hugging the coast and 
attompted to haul off shore, but in doiog so 
lost hor spanker, foresail and jib. Then a 
big soa threw the vessel almost on her beam 
end, and before sho was righted the fore- 
topmast broke off. The heayy seas next 
carried away the boats and caused. the 
yossel to spring a loak, All the noxt day 
the meni labored at the pumps, and on. the 
day following, weak, swollen, and bruised, 
they would have given up in despair but for 
tho captain’s wif. She found a few pota- 
toes, and with tho aid of an oil-stove saved 
from the ruins, she cooked them. While 
Mra, Etheridge was cooking this last morsel 
of food the vessel was rolling, and she had 
to recline on a sofa and hold the stove in its 
place. That morning a steamer passed 
close to them, but without # eing the 
achooner, At 4 o'clock in tho afternoon, 
led by Mrs. Etheridge, all left the cabin, 
and were going to seek refuge in the rigging 
when the Atalanta waa sighted.

7 
tient voice was heard, and merchants, land 
ownors, officiala and oven the colored race, 
who owe their emancipation to Dom Pedro, 
rejoice over the downfall of the moMirchy. 
Universal aullrage is looked for by all, and 
for tho first time in the history of Brazil, the 
people will be enabled to participate in the 
govornment of the country. Hithggto this 
has not been the case owing to the qualifi. 
cations required in order to bo allowed to 
yote, and the impediments plnced in tho way 
of those who, being duly qualified, intend, 
el tovote. Indeed, Brazil bas’ beon wn con.

A Continuous Battle, 

ZANzipan, Nov, 22.—Mr. Stanley in a 
lettor to the British Consul at Zanzibar gives 
in addition to the news already cabled tho 
following story : 

Every previous expedition has seen the 
ightening of its labors upon nearing the sea, 
But the long string ot hammock bearers 
with us now tells adifforent tale.  Tilliwe 
lan place the poor things in our company on 
shipboard there will bo no rest for us. The 
worst of it is that we have not the priviloge 
of showing you at Zanzibar tho full exton, 
of our labors. After carrying somo of thom’ 
& thousand miles and fighting to tho right 
and loft of the sick, driving the Waratra 
from their prey over ranges of mountains 
with evory energy on full strain they slip 
through our hands and die in thoir ham- 
mocks. Orie Jady 75 years old, mother of 
Vakiol, died in this manner. 

In North Usukuma, south of tho Vio- 
toria Nyanza, we had as stirring o time for 
four days as anywhore on our route. Ther® 
was continuous fighting during the greater 
part of the daylight hours. The foolish na- 
tives took» an unaccountable prejudice 
against Emin’s people. 
they were cannibals and had come for no 
good purpose. Talking was useléss/as any 
attempt to disprove their impression only 
drove them into a white hot rage and/in 
their mad hate flinging in themselves on us 
they sulfered severely. 

Tam advised that the Semba and Mweng 
route is best for scouring an abundance 
of food and therefore I propose to adopt 
it.

Loyvon, Noy. 22.—If tho rocont visit of 
Emperor William to Constantinople has 
been productive of no other result it bas 
certainly been the means of inducing the 
Sultan to see to it that Moussa Bey, the 
Kurdish robber, murderer and perpetrator 
of every vile crime known to the region 
over which he lately terrorized, receives 
atlcasto portion of tho punishment he de- 
sorves, for he certainly couldn't be adequate. 
ly, punished and yet live. Several times 
since theclamor of the continental press 
led the Sultan to call Moussa to Constanti 
nople ostensibly for trial for the offenses 
with which he is charged, it has been an. 
nounced from the Turkish capital that the 
court had decided that the case was pro- 
perly under the jurisdiction of the Albanian 
tribunals, that tho prisoner had been incar- 
cerated, pending further investigation, that 
the prisoner had been acquitted, and that 
this and thet action had been taken, appar- 
eutly for the parposo of courting public and 
official opinion abroad, and obviously with 
the intention of letting him go Soot free if 
sucha thing wre possible, lt now appeare 
that one of the points ihsisted upon by the

Whisky Smuggting. 
MonTRBAL, Nove 22.—C. A, 
(.C., has returned from Quebeo 


Cornollier, 
whore hd 
instituted two actions against whisky smug- 
glers. Ho saya: *Lhore has beou smuggled 
into Canada by way of St, Pierro ot-Miquelon 
this year 3000 barrels of Amworican whisky, 
and ns each gallon was to pay $2 duty thia 
suns Up o total loss to the Government of 
$300,000 from this source only. He haa 
soized 117 barrolaof contraband whisky and 
has instituted actions against all the parties 
who received part of that quantity from tha 
amugglers, 

Tho smuggling is dono by large vessels 
which come up the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
unchallenged and on arriving near St. Pierre 
ot-Miquolon somo amallor craft come along: 
side the big sail boat and take a portion of 
its whisky cargo which thoy land all along 
the shore mostly outside of regular harbors. 
Ho suggested ax the only remedy for this 
condition of affaira that the Government fit 
out cruiser to pursue the smugglers and 
especially to intercept thom in the Gulf. 
With the prosent system the Government 
are holpless as they cannot station men on 
both sides of the St, Lawrence for a distance 
of 200 ond more miles. It is said that 
customs «detectives haye traced o large 
quantity of contraband whisky to Montreal 
and that this class of goods is not sold to 
large firms but immediately delivered td 
grocers and saloonkeepers. 


A Brutal stepmother.

They after- 
wards removed to Belleville, where several 
children were born. Some time ego Mr 
Reid left for Montana, Four or five chi'- 
dren are living, The remains of Mra. Reid 
were removed to her father’s residence this 
afternoon and the friends notified of her 
sad ending. 

Mrs. Reid was well knownio Belleville, 
Her husband removed west a number of 
years ago. She was a great sufferer from 
her eyes. Forsomo time shs boarded on 
Octavia atreet with her sons.

One of her sons worke 
in the store and another recently left Belle 
ville to take a situation elsewhere.

and American ensigns. The great steamer 
found ita way cautiouslyoutintothesca. The 
yilot was discharged, and committing our 
selves to the caré of Him who holdeth the 
winds in His fist, we wore fairly started on 
our voyage of 3,000 miles. It was rough 
nearly all the way-—tho sca with strong 
buffeting disputing our path, Sut one 
hight, at 11 aaloeee after the lights had 
been put out, a cyclone—a wind just made 
to tear ships to pieces—caught ns in its 
elutches. Itcame down so suddenly that 
we had no time to take in the sails or 
fasten the ,hatches. You may know that 
the bottom of the Atlantic is strewn with 
the ghastly work of cyclones. Oh! they 
are cruel winds, They have hot breath, as 
though «they came: up from infernal 
furnaces, They go in circles, or, as 
describe them with my hand—rolling of! 
rolling on! with finger of terror writing on 
the white sheet of the wave this sentence of 
doom + ** Let all that come within this 
circle perish | Brigantines, go down | Clip- 
pers, go down! Steamships, go down !” 
And the vessel, hearing that terrible voicé, 
crouches in thé surf, and the waters gurgle 
through the hatches and port holes, it 
lowers away, thousands of feet down, farther 
and farther, until at last it strikes the bot- 
tom ; and all is 20, for they have landed, 
Helmsman, dead at the wheel! Engineer, 
dead amidst the extinguished furnaces’!

I thought that I had seen storms on the 
sea before, but all of them together might 
have come under one wing of that cyclone, 
We were only cight or nine hundred miles 
from home, and in high expectation of soon 
secing our friends. But it seemed as if we 
were to be disappointed. The most of us 
expected then and there to die. There was 
hone who made light of the peril, savetwo, 
One was an Englishman, and he was drunk, 
and the other was an American, and he was 
a fool! Oh, what a time it was! A night 
to make one’s hair turn white. Wecame 
out of the berths and satin the cabin. While 
seated there we overheard something like 
minute guns. It was the bursting of the 


sails. We held on with both hands to keep’ 


our places, Those who attempted to cross 
the floor came back bruised and gashed, 
Cups and glasses were dashed to fragments ; 
pieces of the table getting loose swung across 
the saloon, It seemed as if the hurricane 
took that great ship of thousands of tous 
and stood it on end, saying: ‘‘Shall I sink 
it or let it go this once?” And then it came 
down with such force that the billows 
band ha ovér it, each mounted of a fury. 
We felt that everything depended on thé 
»ropelling screw. If that stopped for an 
tet we knew the vessel would fall off 
into the trough of the sea and sink, and so 
we prayed tliat the scrow, which three times 
tince leaving Liverpool had already stopped} 
might not stop now. After awhile some one 
said: ** The screw is stopped?” No; its sound 
had only been overpowered by the uproar of 
the tempest, and we breathed oasier again 
when we heard the regular pulsations of the 
overtaxed machinery going thump, thump, 
thump. Bt3 o'clock in the morning the 
water covered the ship from brow to stern, 
and the skylights cave way! ‘The deluge 
rushed in, and we felt that one or two more 
waves like that must swamp us forever, As 
the water rolled back and forward in the 
cabins, and dashed against the wall, it 
sprang half-way up to the ceiling. Rushing 
through the skylight os it came in with such 
terrible roar, there went up from the cabin 
ashriek of horror which I prayed God I 
may never hear aguin. It seomed to say : 
‘*T shall never get home again! My 
children shal} be orphaned, any my wife 
shall be widowed! I am launching now 
into eternity ! In two minutes I shall meet 
my God |” 

There were about 550 passengers in the 
steerage, and as the water rushed in and 
touched the furnaces, and began violently 
to hiss, the poor creatures in the steerage 
imagined that the boilers were giving way. 
Those passengers writhed in the water and 
in the mud, somé praying, some crying, all 
terrified. ‘They made a rush for the deck. 
Oh! how they begged to get out of the hold 
of the ship! One woman, with a« bild in 
her arms, rushed up and caught hold of one 
officers and cried; ‘' Do let me out, I will 
help you! Icannot die here!” Some get 
down and prayed to the Virgin Mary, say- 
ing -O blesecd mother! keep us! Have 
mercy on us! Some stood with white lips 
and fixed gaze, silent in their terror 
The time came when the crew could no 
longer stay on deck, and the « ry of 
the officera was; ‘' Below! all hands be 
low !'

By a thousand 
shipwrecks, Iswear the doom of this ven- 
sol!" There whs a lull in the storm; but

Stato’s Attorney Longeneckor said he had 
thought it advisable to have Badenbendet 
summoned in the regular way outside of 
court, He understood an officer had a 
subpwna last evoning before the talk with 
Mr. Forrest and that this person had been 
looking for Budenbender since that time, 
Tho State's Attorney said he knew nothing 
abont the officer beyond that. He knew 
nothing of the matter until after it had oo 
curred and was sorry it bad taken place, 

Judge McConnell said that the officer of 
whoover was guilty of tho outrage, if an 
outrage was committed, if ho laid forcibl, 
hands on the witness and if this court can 
reach tho offender, he will be punished.

Private telegrams which have been received 
here frou Rio are all of a reassuring tone, 
thé information which they convey beiig 
to the offect that every confidence ts now 
placed in tho ministry of Brazil Those 
dispatches have given a tone of caluness 
to the dealers in Brezilian securities. 
There has beon no great excitement at any 
tiie, but the slight uneasiness which has 
been felt seem to have been entirely re- 
moved by these special advices, 

A special from Madridsays: ‘The recent 
occurrences in Brazil, and the diroct' menaco 
of a subversion of the monarchy which is 
plainly porceptible in Portugal, give specia} 
interest to a tone which has become very 
general among the politicians of Spain, and 
which indicates precisely the same situation 
as led primurily to the suppression of tlie 
imperial rogime in Brazil. 

“The recent debates in the Spanish 
Chamber of Deputies have shown that thers 
is a widespread discontent among military 
men. They are debarred from taking » 
prominent psrt in politics, apparontly by the 
the civil authorities and of the 
statesmen v bo have no aympathy with the 
army; and tis, when their opportunity 
for action tinder arms is extremely limited, 
Gon. Cassola, in a threaten-

Dr. Gebdrge M. Sternberg, Surgeon in the 
United Staies Army, has just returned from 
& six inonths’ stay in Cabs, Where°he has 
beon ‘continniby his researches with refer- 
ence to yellow fever. Ho has brought With 
him apecimons of microbes, with which he 
will continue his investigations during the 
wilter a€ the Johis Hopkins University. 
At the ond of this time ho hopes to present 
a general report of ‘his investigations to 
President Harrison. **My researches,” says 
Dr. Sterhberg, “have not led to a positive 
ddthonstration of the specific cause of the 
disease ; but I haye isolated a considorkble 
nunibér of pathogenic bacilli, discase-pro- 
ducing germs, fron) the intestines of yollow 
fever cases, and have strong hopes thatone 
or more of thése may prove to be the spocific 
germ. I have Contitmed my previous con- 
clusions as to the Abeence of a specific micro- 
organism in the blood and tissues of the 
patients, and have fuiled to find in any of 
my casos, the germ which Dr. Frere, of 
Brazil, has claimed to be the cause of the 
disease. For this reason I have given’ my 
attention ontirely to the bacilli of the ali- 
mentary canal.” —Scientific American,

CASE FOR SHAVING PAPER. 


A Pretty and Useful Article for a Gentle 
man’s Tollet, 

The necessary materials will be a yard 
of grosgrain or satin ribbon six inche# 
wide, one yard and a-half of satin ribbon an 
inch wide and the same shade, and four 


sheets of colored or white tissue” paper, ’ 


Fringe about two inches in depth each end 
of the broad ribbon, and double the piece 
across the middle, This forms the cover 
for the paper. 

On both sides of the paper paint or em- 
broider some pretty design. Half an inch 
from the crease where the ribbon is folded 
should be a row of machino-stitching with 
silk the color Of the ribbon. Through this 
casing run the narrow ribbon and tie a bow 
with ends, leaving a loop sufficiently long 
by which to hang it. A littlo rod, one made 
from a small-sized lead-pencil answers every 
purpose, should also be slipped in the casing 
to give the top sufficient stiffness to keep it 
always in shape. 

Cut the tissue paper in sheets the size of 
the case, and pink the edges, or élse cut 
thom in small’ points. Through the two 
Upper corners ran “a strong piece of cord, 
making a loop of it‘at exch side, and sew 
thy loops strongly to each of the corners of 
the case, between the covers.

THE MAKING OF ROADS 


France Lcads—England Hus Mad Ones and 
the United States Worse. 

Joseph Pennell, tho artist, has a recent 
article ontitled ‘What I Know About 
Roads.” He says some of the vilest roads 
he has over ridden on are in England. This 
will be nows to many people who have 
looked on English roads, especially in com" 
parison with the highways of America, as 
being woll nigh perfect. He says there is 
nota 100-mile stretch of roud in England 
that is in good condition, and not » foot of 
it anywhoro that is as woll kept as it ought 
to bo 

Whether this is true or not, there js no 
question of the fact that America can double 
discount England or any other countty in 
vile roads, The American inothod of road 
tuuking is singularly well adapted to the 
production of the poorest possiblo kind of 
road, In most counties in the United States 
a road tax is levied, but tle farmer or other 
person taxed has the option of working out 
hii road tax, bo much being allowed for a 
man, and so much for a team of h rses, cach 
day. Aso goneral thing in tho rurpl dis- | 
tricts labor ig more plentiful thon money, 
and so the making of roads is left entirely a 
the hand of the formers along the road, und 
éyen When money is collected that money is 
exponded by having more of the saine kind 
of labor, and none of this labor is ever 
under the direction of anybody who knows 
the least thing about road-making. 

In Canada this ‘state of things is ps Dad. 
Tho tax'is reversed thero—that is, 4 Cortain 
amount of days of statute labor is put auiinst 
each perton, and tho person Las the option 
of paying in cash’ $l for each day's work, if 
the person Goes not desire to do the work- 
ing himsélf or hire it done. The roads ‘aro 
pointed annually aid has cliarge of a certain 
district. ‘The path-master knows nothing 
whateyer of the theory or practice of mak- 
ing roads, “and never has un instance Been 
known where he endeavored’ to learn any- 
thing aboutit. The working out of statute 
laboris looked 6n both in Cunuda and in 
the United’ States as a grand holiday, 
where heigibors unite dnd work just as litule 
as thoy possibly can, loafing a grdéat deal of 
the time undér shade treés and swopping 
yarnsand gossip.

Dyor Thompson, a son of the Thompson 
who had just testified, followed in tho same 
line. The object of this testimony was to 
contradict the evidence given by Carlson to 
the effect that on March 19 ho heard Burke 
tell O'Sullivan that he had rented the cot- 
tage. ‘The testimony of these witnesses was 
to the effect that O'Sullivan was several 
miles from Lakeview at the time mentioned, 

M. J. Craw, a policeman for tho past 16 
years, was the noxt witness. He had nob 
been a momber of the United Brotherhood 
for 12 years. He said soon after the Cronin 
murder he was in the neighborhood of the 
cottage with Officer Rowan, and he had a 
conversation with Milkman Mertes regard- 
ing the event. Witness told Mertes ho 
understood he knew something about the 
affair, and the milkman told him what he 
knew about the horse and buggy driven up, 
and ‘‘a tall, slim man who wore a dark over- 
coat and slouch hat” going up tho steps of 
the cottage. Mertes told witness he did not 
seo the man’s face, and that he did not see 
much of the man in the buggy, as the top 
was up, but that he was a smaller man: 
Mertes told witness he could not tell what 
day this occurred. 

The State’s Attorney cross-examined the 
witness at considerable length, Mr. Forrest 
then said tho defence would rest its case, 

Mr. Foster, on behalf of defendant Beggs, 
moved to admitin evidence the record of 
the proceedings of Camp 20 Clan-na-Gael on 
Feb, 8, when tho motion to investigate the 
reading of the report on the trial of tho 
triangle in Dr. Cronin’s camp was made and 
carried. Mr. Forrest objected, but the 
court admitted itas to Beggs. ! 

The state then proceeded with its testi= 
mony in rebuttal, and Dr. Patrick Curran 
testified that he saw James Lyman on the 
night Cronin’s body was lying in Battery D 
Armory, This question was then asked: 
“Did he in conversation say the executive 
body had ordered the death of Cronin 2’ 

The defence objected and made the point 
that the direct examination had not lnid 
the foundation for it, Mr, Foster said this 
question had been asked of Lyman and ob- 
jected to on cross-examination, but the court 
had admitted it asa matter of impeachmen’ 
and Lyman had answered that he never 
made any such remark, thatit was made b 
Dr. Curran himself. , 

The State’s Attornoy said: ‘This is) 
simply bringing a witness here to impeach 
witness that they produce. The only ques. 
tion to be raised is whether the impeach- 
ment is in regard to a material matter. In 
this case Camp 20 cuts quite a figure. Tho, 
prosecution introduced evidence to show, 
that on Feb. 8a secret committeo was ap- 
pointed in that camp. There was also evi- 
dence tending to show that there was also a 
resolution made and introduced showing 
that they wanted the executive body notified 
at once in reference to the report of the trial 
committee. In rebuttal of the evidence in- 
troduced on the part of the people on that 
question, as to what took place on Feb, 8in 
relation to the appointment oi the commit- 
tee, in relation to what Mr, Beggs, the senior 
guardian, and others in that camp had said, 
in relation to what Capt, O'Connor and Mr, 
Foy had said, he was testifying directly 
upon a mattec that was in this case.

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LAMBTON'S LESSONS. 


As we made apparent in a previous issue, 
the recent election to the Ontario Legisla- 
ture in the constituency of West Lambton 
demonstrated that, whilst the Grits 
have discoursed loudly of opposition to the 
old parties on the ‘‘Equal Rights” platform, 
they quietly cast their ballots for their par. 
ty candidate, thus deceiving and betraying 
the confidence of those honest Conserva- 
tives who had been induced to join in the 
pretended crusade in favor of a third party. 

The full return of the votes cast proves, 
by comparison with that of the previous 
election, that the charge above made is no 
mere unfounded allegation made to excuse 
the defeat of our candidate, 

The last election in West Lambton, pre” 
vious to that under notice, took place in 
1886, when the Grits polled 2541 votes ; in 
1880 their vote totalled 2502, or but 39 less. 
Now let it be remembered that in 1886 the 
Liberal candidate was the late Hon. T. B. 
Pardee, who was the ablest man in the 
Mowat Administration ; that his opponent 
was Mr, A. W. Wright, a stranger from 
Toronto; and that no Third Party inter- 
fered. In 1889 there wasa Third Par'y 
man in the field; Mr. Charles Mackenzie 
was highly unpopular in his party ; his two 
opponents were local men; and yet, won- 
derful to relate, his vote was but 39 less 
than that recorded for hls party three years 
ago. 

So far as the Conservatives are concerned 
they polled 247 fewer votes in 1889, witha 
popular local candidate, than they did in 
1886, with a non-resident and practically 
unknown candidate, and the total vote was 
490 greater than that polled at the general 
ejection. 

The Third Party or Equal Rights -candi- 
date polled 776 votes, of which*he drew, 
as por tho returns of 1836, but 39 from the 
Grits, whilet he took 247 from the Consery- 
atives, Taking it—as we fairly may—that 
the remaining 490 votes cast for the E. R. 
candidate comprised the *‘independent” 
element in the constituency, the conclusion 
is irresistible that the Grits stuck to their 
party almost toa man, whilst the Conser- 
vatives who had trusted in their professions 
voted in accordance with their promises, 

If Conservatives allow themselves to be 
again deceived in o similar way in West 
Lambton cr in any other constituency—if 
they should be once more deluded by Grit 
emissaries into wasting their votes on can- 
didates whose candidacy can have no other 
effect than that of electing supporters of 
Mr. Mowat, we vory much mistake them, 

As the Montreal Gazette points out : “If 
afair Equal Rights candidate in a fairly re- 
presentative constituency can obtain only 
15 por cont. of the total vote cast, and of 
that takes 33 per cent. from the OConserva- 
tive candidate, and but 5 per cent. from 
the Liberals, leaving the Liberals relative- 
ly stronger from the third party being in 
the field, and the third candidate policy 
should be persisted in, there will be no

Relations of the Spare Room to the Art of 
Entertiining, 

The art of ontertaining does not lic in the 
extravagance with which the hostess has 
provided for the wants of her guests. Un- 
utterable boredom very frequently dwolls 
in the midst of wealth. A richly-spread 
table, luxurious surroundings, fail to im, 
part that spirit of enjoyment which is often 
found in the simpleit and most unpreten- 
tious homes, 

A respect for the wishes of the visitor, 
some deferenco to her peculiaritics, aro 
imperative, and in no way can she bo 
made more thoroughfy miserable and 
weary than by being systematically ‘* en- 
tertained.” 

A woman well-known throughout the 
country once gave an experience which she 
had visiting alarge family of kindly, at- 
tentive people, ‘The difficulty was,” she 
said, ‘‘they were too attentive. It has 
been the habjt of a life-time with me to 
spend a partof each day absolutely alone. 
It is the only way in which I can rest and 
refresh myself for the duties that must bo 
performed. I had stated this ay delicately 
as possible, but, having no need wf sofitude 
or ever having learned its value, they could 
not understand ic. Iwas passed from ono 
to the other to be talked to, to talk with 
them, tobe am used as their fancy sug- 
gested. I went tobed every nightworn 
ont, and cut my visitas short as polite- 
ness would permit,” 

The guest chamber should be sacred 
against intrusion, and while the occupant 
is bobind its closed doors her privacy should , 
be respocted. Nor should the sensitive en. 
tortainer suppose that she has withdrawn 
into its seclusion because sheis disploased 
or finds the companionship of the family 
stale, flat and unprofitable. 

The room should be clean, well ventilated 
and not over-furnished. The custom of 
covering tables, walls and mantels with 
cards, photographs, fragile bits of china 
that catch dust and are oasily broken, is 
fortunately going out of fashion. There 
should be a writing table supplied with pens, 
pencils, paper, postage stamps and an 
abundance of good ink. Who does not 
know the annoyance of attempting to write 
with the thick, dusty mixture, and the 
rusty pens, which somehow alwayaseem to | 
have a placo in the guest chamber? There 
-8hould also be a well-filled pin-cushion, 
needles, black and white thread, both silk 
and cotton, anda generous supply of 
matches placed where they can be found 
conveniently. There should be a few 
shelves filled with entertaining books, some 
bright novels, essays and travels, with a 
Bible and prayer-book for tho religiously 
inclined. A comfortable lounge with soft 
pillows is also necessary, since many a tired 
visitor will sit bolt upright rather than dis- 
arrange the prim bed, with its silken or 
marveilles coverlct and elaborate pillows, 
There should be opportunity to read, write 
or meditate at length and undisturbed, and 
whore the privilege is gonerously given the 
recollection of the entertainment will 
be always a ploasant one.—Chicago Inter-

of the condemned man has not changed in any 
respect since he was told that the sentence of 
death would be carried out. So far from 
dreading death he seemed to welcome it as a 
release from his troubles in this world, For 
a man but a few hours distant from his execu- 
tion, he displays an oxtraordinary amount of 
nerve and hardihood. He eats with apparent 
relish and sleeps quite soundly, He talks 
incessantly about his son, in whom he seems 
to be literally wrapped up, but when asked 
about the tragedy relapses into silence merely 
saying, is alla blank tome, I remember 
nothing at all about ft.” 

To-day the scaffold was placed in its position 
in the jail yard, Harvey's corridor looks out 
upon a small yard apart from the general 
enclosure and of course he could not see the 
ghastly preparations, although he knew very 
well what was going on.

Cabe for Nolan. The fight began at 8.40 p.m. 
McCarthy was booked as an easy winner. 
Nolan was over anxious and went at Mc- 
McCarthy 
adopted the “Jack Dempsey” tactics 
and let his opponent !do- all the 
fighting. It was very evident in the 
third round that McCarthy knowing 
he had no easy task to perform was holding 
back in order to let his opponent wind him- 
self, although he never lost the opportunity to 
try to get in a knock-out blow, Nolan 
however was on the alert and on several oeca- 
sions avoided McCarthy's fierce swing blows, 
The betting was $200to $40 on McCarthy 
and anumber of bets at these figures were 
taken, Being held so cheap infurinted Nolan 


| somuch that inthe fourth round he forced 


the fight and made matters so lively for Mc- 
Carthy that he gained many friends and 
brought the betting down to $100 to $25 in 
favor of MeCartny. The latter was chased 
all over the ring, but still his admirers were 
of the opinion that their favorite was only 
working to wind his opponent who had been 
panting freely while he apparently had plenty 
of wind. - Nolan showed up in good shape in 
the fifth round and after landing five straight 
left-handed blows on McCarthy without a 
return, the betting dropped down to 60 to 30 
in favor of McCarthy who still kept up the 
dodging tactics and just before the call of 
time he got an opening and landed a vicious 
upper cut on Nolan’s right eye which almost 
closed it, This raised McCarthy's stock again 
and made him a great favorite, 

In the sixth round Nolan again forced the 
fighting and followed itup to great advantage, 
McCarthy now saw it wasdoordie. Hebrac- 
ed up and fought his man almost to a stand- 
still, In fact he was so deeply interested in 
doing his man that he paid no attention to the 
call of time, but ran after his man and hit him 
in the face as he was returning to his corner, 
The ery of “foul” was heard from all sides of 
the ring and therg was great excitement, It 
was sometinie before peace could be restored. 
Then the referee, a prominent sporting man 
of New York City, to the astonishment of 
every one made the announcement that there 
had been so much noise that MeCarthy had 
not heard the call of time,” This decision

The seven’ h round lasted just 1 minute and 3 
recond Both men fought determinedly.

SEED GRAIN SWINDLING. 


ARE NOTES GIVEN FOR SEED GRAIN TRANSAC- 
TIONS OOLLECTABLE ? 


Last season we paid some attention to 
the manner in which seed grain swindlers 
were plundering farmers throughout this 
County. Attempts were made to purchase 
onr silence and threats as well were made, 
but having determined to put a stop to this 
class of gambling, we are not to be deterred 
by threats, nor can our silence be purchased. 
Daring the time the excitement lasted the 
chiefs disappeared, to appear again when 
**the clouds rolled by ;’’ and now they are 
settling with farmers by giving them notes 
against other victims. We cannot too 
strongly urge farmers to compel settlement 
in cash, as we have no doubt that upon test 
notes so given will be found worthless —at 
least so it has been held in a test case in 
Michigan, where this same species of gam- 
bling flourished. We give the full judg- 
ment, as published in the Oakland Oounty 
Advertiser of Feb’y 9, 1888 : 


LanstnG, Mich. Feb, 2.—The opinion 
handed down in the supreme court to-day 
in the case of McNamara vs. is of unusual 
interest. On Oct. 21, 1885, Gaggett pur- 
chased of A, A. Griffith, superintendent of 
the Lenawee, Olinton & Gratiot Bohemian 
oat association, 25 bushels of oats, agreeing 
to pay $10 per bushel therefor. Gaggets 
paid $125 in cash and gavea 14 month's 
note forthe balance. Griffith, as superin- 
tendent, gave Gaggett a bond, agreeing to 
sell for the latter, 60 bushols of oats at $10 
per busshel on or before Oct. 21, 1886. 
Within 10 days after the note was given, 
MoNamara, the plaintiff, purchased the 
note, givingfull face valuetherefor. Suit was 
brought in the Gratiot circuit to recover, 
and the defendant pleaded the general issue 
and gave notice that he would contend that 
the note was given without consideration ; 
that it was procured by deceit and fraud ; 
that the consideration of the note was void 
on the grounds of public policy, and that it 
was an impossible consideration and could 
not be legally carried out without a breach 
of law and by perpetuating a fraud, eto, 
Evidence adduced at the trial showed that 
McNamara, at the time he purchased the 
note, knew it was given for Bohemian oats 
and knew of the nature of the contract that 
was made for which the note was given. 
Judge Hart ordered judgment for the 
plaintiff for the face of the note, with in 
interest. 

The supreme court opinion, as written 
by Justice Long and unanimously concourr 
ed in, says: There is no statute in this 
state authorizing the incorporation of any 
such company, and the representation 

made by Griffith to the defendant that this 
80 called Bohemian oat association was an 
incorporated company was false and untrue 
and known by this superintendent to 
be false at the time of procuring 
this note; and it was a material representa- 
tion and one of the inducements to de 
fendant to make his note and take this 
bond, and the court finds from the evin- 
ence produced on the trial that the defend- 
ant would not have made the purchase but 
for the bond or obligation mentioned; that 
is, the bond of a corporation which Griffith 
* * * fulsoly induced defentant to believe 
was an Incorporated company. * * * 
This fact would have defeated the resoyory 
of the payee upon the note; and these 
facts all being known to plaintiff before he 
paida dollar on the note, must be held to 
defeat his recovery.”

FALSE FRIENDS. 


The total lack of principle which has ever 
distinguished the Grit party 2ould hardly

The .tendency of the present policy of the 
Government, which is one of discrimination 
against our own millers, is to destroy the milling 
interests of the couotry, Asawmatter of fact, 
many establishments have already been ruined 
and the capital employed in them waste1, This 
loss and destruction will become general unless 
averted by putting the home miller at least on a 
Jevel with the foreigner, which can be done 
either by removing the duty on wheat or raising 
the du®y on flour to correspond with it, At 
Present the milling industry is so exten- 
sive that the price of wheat in Ont-rio 
is from 13 to 15 cents higher than vould be 
obtained if exported, at current Liverpool 
Prien, This means on the total Ontario crop of 

8,000,000 bushels a clear gain tofarmers of about 
two and a half million dollara—a sum of money 
which would be entirely lost to them if their 
wheat were sold at export prices. A policy 
which fosters foreign competition in Oanadian 
markets will gradually bring about the complet» 
extermination of the business, and farmers wi'l 
then have to depend solely cn the export de- 
mand for price,the local competition of the 
millers for home manufacture being destroyed. 
Already of this year’s product there have beeu 
imported into the various provinces of the Do 
minion about 357,009 barrels of foreign flour, 
meyeenes ing 1,700,000 bushels of wheat. The 

¥ possi effect of this condition of affairs ia 
to reduce the price of Canadian wheat to ex- 
port level and to cloee up the mills. What that 
would mean tothe farmers of Manitoba would 
be an immediate decline of 10 or 12 cents a 


bushel), that being the amount of excess over 
current Liverpool prices, less charges for car 
riage, 


Here we havea journal which tells its 
readers that the price of wheat in Oanada 
is from 130. to 15c, higher than it is in the 
United States, but at the same time secks 
to abolish the duty that gives the Canadian 
farmer that advantage, and would reduce 
the price of wheat in Canada to the same 
rate anis current across the border, and 
proclaims the superiority of the United 
States “‘market of sixty millions of people.” 
It sheds crocodile tears over the alleged de 
cadence and probable extermination of the 
milling industry ‘‘by a policy which fosters 
foreign competition,” but would ruin the 
industry by removing the barrier to ite des- 
truction by means of ‘‘continental free 
trade,” which would permit of unlimited 
competition from a country against which 
our millers have protection to the extent of 
50c. per barrel. To cap the climax of its 
dishonesty and inconsistency, the Pree Press 
declares that ‘‘ protection is a bad business 
all through,” but demands a greater degree 
of protection for the millors by raising the 
duty on flour or removing the duty on wheat : 
but that the former of these propositions is 
the expedient that this frev-trade-protec- 

tionist favors, is clear beyond doubt from 
the final sentence of the above extract 

The millers will not be won over to the 
Grit party by the wiles of such false frionds 
asthe journals which advocate continental 
free trade, nor will the farmers, in view of 
the confession— for which we thank our con- 
temporary—that the effect of our duty of 
16c, per bushel on wheat has been to ingrease 
the price of the article to that amount.
